The Earl ‘of Peterborough commanded in 
Spain and in Portugal, the Duke of Maribo- 
rough inGermany, &c. Lord Peterborough ob- 
tained the supplies of which he stood in need, 
thriftily, tardily, difficultly; to the duke was 
pan what ever he desired, easily, speedily: in 

is service fan readily the court, the parlia- 
ment, the ministry, the public opinion. One 
day, upon Lord Peterborough’s temporary re- 
turn, finding all his proposals, projects, recom- 
mendations taken ad referendum, and much 
disgusted withal, he threw himself into a sedan 
chair, drew the curtains at the side as well as 
in front, in order to hide himself, that be might 
not be known or seen: the populace took up an 
idea that the person in the chair was the Duke 
of Marlborough: they gathered around it— 
‘God bless the Duke of Marlhgrough!—God 
bless the Duke of Marlborough !"’—* Gentle- 
men,’’ said Lord Peterborough, pushing down 
one of the windows, ‘I am not the Duke of 
Marlborough,’’—** Oh, yes,’’ eaid a spokesman 
of the multitude, ** you are the Duke of Marl- 
borough; we know you Well enough.’’—** Gen- 
tlemen,’’ said Lord Peterborough, ‘Il am not 
the Duke of Marlborough. Let me down,’’ he 
called out to his chaiyman;—got out of the 
chair, and now standing: ‘* | am not the Duke 
of Marlborough, | tell you; and I will give you 
two convincing proofs that [ am not: one is, that 
I have but a single guinea,”* and he turned his 
pockets inside out: ** the other ig, that I give 
it you;”’ and he threw it among them. 

Upon the eve of a great pitched battle, which 
was to be fought the ensuing morning, under 
the united command of the Duke of Marjbo- 
rough and Francis Eugene of Savoy, (usually 
denominated Prince Eugene,) Prince Eugene 
came after dinner, by appointment, to the Duke 
of Marlborough, and settled with him, as he 
thought, all things relative to the battle of the 
next day. The Duke of Marlborough had ta- 
ken up his head-quarters at a small house, which 
had a little garden before it, and a coach round. 
Prince Eugene was received in tetate. In 
driving oyt of the coach round, it struck Prinee 
Eugene that there was one manauvre he had 
not notified to the Duke: * Drive me back 
again.’’ He skipt nimbly into the house; and in 
the drawing-room, where he had been received 
he found the Duke of Marlborough perched 
upon a chair, with his handierchief under his 
shoes, and whiffing out the wax candles of the 
middle piece of lustre. 

The Duke of Marlborough, when he got old, 
usually passed the evening in a room which 
looks upon ene of the courts of Blenheim House. 
I know the room from long habits, because it 
wes that which was appropriated to be my bed- 
chamber, after the death of the old Duchess of 
Bedford, whenever I came to Blenheim, In that 
room he played regalarly every evening at chess, 
When he was beat, the old man sometimes shed 
tears: “Every one,"’ he sobbed out, ** every one 
can beat me sow.”’

If 
any unexpected circumstance happened, in con- 
sequence of which, according to his estimation, 
he should have to wait, he would sit down, close 
his eyes, and in a few minutes he would fall 
asleep. 

When, upon the great question which govern 
ment supported, Sir Robert Walpole was left in 
a minority, whereby his administration was ter- 
minated—the teller for. the No’s, as he went up 
to report the numbers of the division, vociferat- 
ed, ‘Hoo heop!"’ mtending to apprise the 
house, that “at length the old fox was run 
down.,’’ 

One day, when Lord Bath told us he was go- 
ing to Longleat, and mentioned the place where 
he should sleep on the read, ‘* You will not be 
so well there as at home.’'—*‘* Yos,’’ said Lord 
Bath, ** but I like an inn.’’—** How can you, 
master of Longleat, and with your house in Ar- 
lington Street, like an inn’’’—** Yes,’’ said Lord 
Bath, ** | like an inn, because they seem always 
so glad to see me.’’ 

Lord Bath passed for one of the wisest men 
in England. ‘ When one is in opposition,"’ said 
he, ‘* it is very easy indeed to know what to say; 
but when one i minister, it is difficult to know 
what not to say.’’ 

Once, when I was at Tonbridge Wells, Lord 
Chancellor Loughborough said to me, ** 1 never 
knew Lord Bath.’’—** Why,’’ said I, ** you was 
& minister at the time that he also was a mi- 
niater."’-—** Yes,’’ said he, * personally; but I 
used to go to bed before twelve, and Lord Bath 
neyer was himself (that is, in the plenitude of 
his faculties and gaiety) tll after twelve.” 

It is very well known, that by the laws of 
England the chancellor w held to the guardian 
of the persons and property of all such persons 
as ere said to be no longer of sound mind aud 
good disposing memory, im fine, to have lost 
their senses.

and fifty feet in width. ‘These fifty streets, 
crossing cach other at right angles, divided the 
city into six hundred and seventy-six squares. 
The houses stood on these squares, a short dis- 
tance from each other, facing the streets. The 
central parts of these nummroes squares were 
laid out im gardens, walks, and yards, and oceu- 
ied for many other useful and ornamental pur- 
poses; so that from the many vacant spaces, not 
more than one half of the ground was built upon. 
Neat to the wall, on me sikle of the city, was 
a street, 200 feet wide, and 15 miles, (the extent 
of the city,) in length. The houses were built 
only on one side of this street—on the squares 
fronting the wall. 

The river Euphrates, or rather a branch of it, 
ran directly across the city, from nerth to south. 
A wall of the same thickness, and similar to 
that which surrounded the city, was built oa each 
side of tho river. In these walle, where the 
river was intersected by the streets, were masay 
brazon gates. From the several streets there 
were gradual descents to the river, which was 
crossed in boats, Through these gates, which 
were incautiously left open, Cyrus and his army 
entered, having turned the course of the river, 
and took this splendid city, 

Such are some of the particulars which have 
been recorded reljative to the onee ** golden 
city’? and ** glory of kingdoma.’’ While her 
walls were echoing avd re-echoing with the 
sounds of mirth and festivity, and when to all 
human appearance they were destined to stand 
to the latest generations, Jeremiah prophesied 
** that it should become desolate, that it should 
not be inhabited, that the wild beasts of the 
field should be there.’’ History has sinee con- 
firmed the predictions of the prophet. Long be- 
fore the christian era, we are told that # had 
become a place of ** solitude,’’ and that it was 
‘lying waste and peglected.’’ In the fourth cen 
tury, we are informed that ‘its walls served as 
a fence, and the ey as a park, in which the 
Kings of Persia kept wild beasts for hunting.”’

COLTS. 

We often hear it lamented that our breed of 
horses is so bad. But I am convineed, as our 
colts are managed, if we had any other breed, we 
should make it appear to be as mean as our 
own, if not woree. The abusing of colts in the 
first winter, is the principal cause of their proving 
so bad. For our farmers seldom allow their 
colts any food besides hay, and that is not al- 
ways the best kind. So that they seldom fail bein 
stinted in their growth in the winter to souk 
a de that they never get the better of it. 
A colt that is foaled late, should not be weaned 
till February or March, and should have oats 
during the whole of the winter. In some coan- 
tries t allow a young colt fifteen bushels.— 
We net ge to feed them with meal, 
oats and bran, besides the hest of the clover 
hay—for they will pay for it in growth. After 
the firet winter, they will need no extraodinary 
feeding till they are grown up. Were the above 
directions observed, we should soon see an im- 

rovement in our breed of horses. T would 
e capable of doing much greater service, and 
be likely to held out to a much greater age.
